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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Chen et aL and 
Jimarez et al. fail to disclose a patterned thermally conductive adhesive. 

The arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because Chen et al. disclose a patterned adhesive layer 33 
disposed between the die 31 and the heat sink 32 (cover fig., column 3, lines 36-40). Chen et al. do no specifically point out that the 
patterned adhesive layer 33 is a patterned thermally conductive adhesive, but Jimarez et al. disclose a patterned thermally conductive 
adhesive layer 44 (cover fig., column 3, lines 27-28) disposed between the at least one chip 32 and a heat sink 46. 
The layer 33 (Chen et al.) and layer 44 (Jimarez et al.) are both patterned layers because they have a form or a shape. Jimarez et al. 
disclose that the assembly is cured for approximately one hour at about 150 degree C. at atmosphereric pressure to provide the final 
heat chip assembly (column 3, lines 30-32), thus the layer 44 is the patterned thermally conductive adhesive layer. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no motivation to combine the references, the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).. 
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
